Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, to-wit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Forces, to repel the 
invasion of the State and for other purposes. 
I 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonw'.aUh of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
forces, acting under the authority of the so-called 
Confederate States, therefore, for the purpose of re- 
pelling said invasion the Governor of the State of 
Kentucky is hereby directed to issue his proclama- 
tion forthwith, calling out not less than forty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and citizens of Kentucky, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
to be mustered into the service of this Common- 
wealth for any term of service not less than twelve 
months nor more than three years, from the time 
they were mustered into service, unless sooner 
discharged. 

I 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorised, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services; and he shalf 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and pro- 
per lor the command of such volunteers. 

^ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musiciaus, and privates, whose ser- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall bo mustered into service, 
at such plaoes of rcndejvous in the Congressional 
District in which they volunteer, as the General in 
the field shall appoint by his orders, and when so 
mustered into service shall be then aud there 
entitled to receive in advance one month's 
pay, to be taken and considered as part of their 
pay. 

^ 5. That the Governor be also authoriied to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to bo used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of the service unless his ."killl and 
capacity have been tested by the General in com- 
mand, or such officer as he may detail for that 
purpose: And provided also. That such persons 
shall receive five dollars per month of extra pay. 

§ 6. That each horseman for the service of his 
horse shall receive five dollars per month; and in 
case his barse is killed by the enemy, be shall be 
paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred aud fifty dollars. 

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize isdividuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, who 
shall, when so elected, ba commissioned by the 
Governor on the certificate of the General com- 
manding. 

i 8. That the Governor is authorized to accept 
the services of squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, when tendered as such, and commission 
the officers elected by the squadrons, battalions, 
and regiments so organized. The election of offi- 
cers by any company, battalion, .squadron or reg- 
iment, shall be superintended and conducted by 
any justice of the peace or judge of the county 
court who may be called on for that purpose, and 
such justice or judge shall certify to the military 
board the nnmes of the officers elected, and for 
what office each is elected and thereupon said 
board, if they approve the proceedings, shall cer- 
tify to the Governor the names of the officers 
elected, and what office they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall issue commissions in 
conformity to such certificate. 

a 9. That the commanding General shall he en- 
titled to appoint and employ such stalf officers, 
and with such rank, ai the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "an act for the bet- 
ter organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved .March j, 1360; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General by 
the 10th, lltb, and 12tb sections of said article of 
said act. 

I 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade and division, as are allowed in the 
army of the United States, and shall receive the 
snmepay and rations as are allowed the troops of 
the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed, out of 
the troops so raised, they shall ba officered aocord- 
ing to existing laws. 

^11. This act to ba of force from its pastag*. 

Uas this day been passed by both houses of the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, the Governor's objections thereto to the 
contrary notwithstanding, and is therefore the law 
of the land. Now, therefore, I, do hereby Issue 
this, my proclamation, commanding all officers 
and citizens of this State to render obedience to 
all the requirements of said above recited act.

3. Rosohed, That the people have vested 
the State governments with general powers, 
which are limited alone by the leserved 
rifihis of individuals and the restrictions of 
the national constitution — subject to these 
restrictions, the State governments are su- 
preme wiihin the scope of tlie purposes for 
which ihey were created. 

4. Rosolvd, That those who are born in a 
government, or are adopted as citizens there- 
of, become parties to tlie original compact, 
and agree to delegate to the government all 
the p.iw ers given it by thtf individuals who 
framed it. 

Resolved. Although governments are 
based upon ihe consent of the governed, 
when once formed, a minority cannot, at its 
will, overturn them without the consent of 
the majority. 

6. Resolved, Our national constitution is 
not the creature of the States, or compact 
between the States, but is the creatureof the 
people, and acts directly upon them. 

7. Resolved, That no State or Slates have 
the right to secede at will from the National 
Government. 

8. Resolved, The right of revolution is a 
right reserved by individuals in the forma- 
tion of governments, and exists in all gov- 
ernments; but this right can only be proper- 
ly exercised when the government becomes 
so opnressive, and so far trespasses upon the 
reserved rights of individuals, that the con 
sequence.-' of resistance are less disastrous 
than those of submission, and are such as 
justify an invocation of all the horrors of 
civil war. 

9. Resolved, That there exists no just and 
sufficient grounds for the pretended exercise 
of the right of revolution in the present 
wicked attempt to overthrow our National 
Government, "which, with all its imperfec 
tioiis. is the best government ever framed by 
human intellect" 

10. Resolved, That many of the leaders of 
the States Rights party have, by jiistilying 
and approving the invasion of Kentucky 
openly and shamelessly abandoned the doc- 
trine which they had so zealously inculcated 
and enforced. 

11. Resolved, That all Ihe citizens of Ken 
tucky who are in arms against the National 
Government, are guilty of treason according 
to the tenets of every political party that 
ever existed in thi.*< nation. 

12. Resolved, That the so-slylcd Soathern 
Confederacy, and its abettors in this State 
arc responsible for involving Kentucky in 
this war and making her soil its theatre 
and they only made the formation of federal 
camps in the State a pretext for doing that 
which they had long before contemplated 

13. Resolved, That slaves are property, and 
as such, according to the uniform rule and 
practice of civilized warfare, are subject lo 
capture and confiscation when their owners 
are in arms against tlic government; and 
while Kentucky cannot complain of their 
capture and confi-scation, she will not consent 
to or approve of their emancipation when so 
captured. 

14 Resolved, That in our opinion the best 
disposition that can be made of slaves so 
captured, is to turn them over to the loyal 
slave States, to be by them disposed of 

1.5. Resolved, That the use ol captured 
slaves to work upon fortifications, &c , is not 
in. proper; but we unqualifiedly condemn 
and oppose the arming of slaves to fight in 
behalf of the government. 

16. Resolved, That the capture of Mason 
and SLdell is approved, and was in accord- 
ance with international law. 

17. Resolved, That as ive understand the 



19. Resolved, That virtue and intelligence 
are the true vestal fires, the extinction of 
which bode detriment to a republic; and it 
is the duty of all our State and National 
Legislators, so far as in their power, to pro- 
mote the cause of popular education and 
the spread of general intelligence and mo- 
rality. 

20. Resolved, That Kentucky ia firmly at- 
tached to the Union, and will make every 
honorable sacrifice to maintain it, and to 
that end will exert all her energies and 
means, so long as the present unhappy war 
shall be prosecuted, for the legitimate pur- 
pose of maintaining its constitutional unity 
and integrity. 

Mr. YEAMAN oflered the following res- 
olutions, viz: 

Re,'!oli (d, That the committee on Military 
Affairs be instructed to inquire intoand report 
to this House wlietherit is expedient and ne- 
cessary to raise 25,000 troops in Kentucky, 
or any other number, in addition to those 
now in service, from this State, for a term of 
service not exceeding one year, to be organ- 
ized and officered under the authority of the 
Slate, and subject to the order of the com- 
manding general ol thi" department 

2d. And if so expedient, a commissioner 
be appointed and authorized by this General 
Assembly, to arrange with the Uinted States 
(iovcrnment for the services of such troofis, 
and for defraying the expenses of arming 
and equipping the men, and tlicir payment 
while in the service. 

The question being taken, said resolutions 
were adopted — yeas, .5.5; nays, 9. 

Mr. SP.\ RKS ott'ered the following joint 
resolutions, which lie one day on the table, 
viz: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That whereas, 
there are numerous persons in the United 
States drawing pensions from the govern- 
ment of the United States who are disloyal 
to said government — therefore. 

Resolved. That our Senators and Repre- 
tatives in Congress be requested to so amend 
the laws in relation to pensions tliat no per- 
son or pensioner of the United States shall 
be allowed to draw his or her pension until 
he proves his or her loyalty to said govern- 
ment to the satisfaction of the pension office 
or the member of Congress of bis or her re- 
spective district; that the oath of loyalty 
a!one shall not be sufficient to entitle said 
pensioner to payment of a pension. That 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
be and he is hereby requested to send a copy 
of the above and foregoing resolutions to 
each of our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, and to all of the Governors of the 
United Stales. 

Mr HEADY oflered the following joint 
resolution, whicli was referred to the com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, viz: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. That the Mili- 
tary Board be instructed to issue, as soon as 
practicable, one adilitional blanket to each 
soldier, musician, farrier, blacksmith, and 
non commissioned officer of the Kentucky 
troops now in the field. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD offered the following 
resolution, which was adopted, viz: 

Resolved, That the committee on Agricul- 
ture and Manufactures be instructed to in- 
quire into the expediency of allowing more 
toll for grinding grain at mills propelled by 
steam than is allowed for grinding at water 
mills; and that they report by bill or other 
wise. 

And tlien the House adjourned.

Said commissioners shall tRen proceed to name 
an arbitrator, or umpire, to decide upon any cases, 
coDceruiDg which tbey may disagree, or upou any 
point or points of ditlcrcnce which may arise in 
the course ol' their proceedings. And if they can- 
not agree in the selection, the arbitrator, or um- 
pire, shall bo appointed by the Minister of his 
Majesty the Kiug of the Belgians, to the United

shall invite to make such appointment, and 
whose selection .shall be conclu.^ive on both par- 
ties. 

ACTICLE 3. 

The arbitrator, or umpire, being appointed, the 
commissioners ah.Tll, without delay, proceed to ex- 
amine and determine the claims nhich may be 
presented to them, under the provisions of this 
convention, by the Government of the United 
States, as stated in the preceding article; and they 
shall hear, if required, one person in behalf of 
each Qoverumont, on every separate claim. 

Each Government shall furnish, upon request of 
either ot the commissioners, such papers in it^ 
possession as may bo deemed important to the 
just determination of any claims of citizens of 
the United States, referred to the board, under the 
provisions of the tirst article. 

In cases, whether touching injuries to the per- 
son, limb, or lif^ of any said citizens, or damages 
committed, us siipululed in the first article, 
against their property, in which the commission- 
ers may agree to award an indemnity, they shall 
deteimine the amount lo be paid. In cases in 
which aaid commissioners cannot agree, the points 
of diflerence shall be referred to the arbitrator, 
umpire, before whom each of the commis- 
sioners may bo beard, and his decision ahall be 
final. 



ARTICLE 4. 

The commissioners shall i.ssue certificates of the 
sums to be paid to the claimanLs, respectively, 
whether, by virtue of the awards agreed to be- 
tween themselves, or of those made by them, in 
pursuance of decisions of the arbitrator, or um- 
pire; and the aggregate amount of said sums, de- 
creed by the certificates of award made by the 
commissioners, in either manner above indicated, 
and of the .-^ums also accruing from such certifi- 
cates of award as the arbitrator, or umpire, may, 
under the authority hereinafter conferred by the 
seventh article, have made and issued, with the 
rate of interest stipulated in the present article, 
in favor of any claimant, or claimants, shall be 
paid to the Government of the United States, in 
the city of Washington, in equally semi-annual 
instalments. It is, however, hereby agreed, by 
the contracting parties, that the payment of the 
first |iustalmeut shall Ije made eight months from 
the termination of the labors of the commission; 
and, after such first payment, the second, and 
each succeeding one. sbail be made semi-annually, 
counting from the date of the first payment; and 
the whole payment of such aggregate amount, or 
amounts, shall be perfected within Ihe term of ten 
years from the termination of said commission; 
and each of said sums shall bear interest (also 
payable semi-anunally) at the rate of six per cent, 
per annum, from the day un which the awards, re- 
spectively, will have b-ien decreed. 

To meet these payments, the Government of the 
Republic of Cosia Rica hereby specially appropri- 
ates fifty per cent, ol the net proceeds of the rev- 
enues, arising from the customs of the said Re- 
public; but if such appropriation should prove in- 
sufficient lo make the payments as above stipula- 
ted, the Government of said Republic binds itself

A Proclamation. 

Whereas, A Convention fur tho arljustment of 
claims of ciliiena of the Uuited States Hgain^st the 
Republic of Co:9ta Rica vas coucludeil butnreeD the 
United States of America and that Republic, and 
WHS signed by their respective Pleuiputentiarie:) at 
San Joso on tho second day of July, one thousand 
eight hundred am! sixty, which C'unvention, be 
ing in the English and Spanish languages, is 
word for word, as follows 

Convention for the actjuntmeat of ctnxma of citintu* 
of th« United ^States at/uintt the Ilepublic of C09 
ta Jiica. 

The United States of America and the Repub- 
lic of Costa Rica, desiring to adjust the claims of 
citizens of said States, agninst Costa Rica, in such 
a manner as to cement the good understanding 
and friendly relations now happily subsisting be- 
tween the two Republics, have ret^olved to settle 
such claims by means of a convention; and, fur 
that purpose, appuintcd and conferred full powers, 
resipectively , to-wit: 

The President of the Cnitcd States, on Alexan- 
der Oimitry, AMinister Resident of said United 
States, in the Republic of Costa Rica, and his Ex- 
cellency the Constitutiuuiil President of said Re- 
public of Co.'ta Rica on Manuel Juse Caruzo and 
Francisco Maria Yglcsias, who, upon an exchange 
of their plenary powers, which were found in 
good and proper form, have agreed to the follow- 
ing articles; 

ARTICLE I. 

It is agreed that all claims of citizens of the 
United States, upou the Government of Costa 
Rica, arising from injurie.-* to their persons, or 
damages to tlieir property, under any form what- 
soever, through tho action of authorities of tho 
Republic of Costa Rica, statements of which, so- 
liciting tho interposition of the (jovornment of 
tho United States, have been presented to the De- 
|.>artmcnt of State, at AVai^hingion, or to the dip- 
lomatic agents of said United States at San Jose, 
of Costa Kurd, up to the date of the signature of 
this convention, shall, together with the docu- 
ments in proof, on whiirh they may bo founded, be 
referred to a board of commissioners, consisting of 
two members, who shall be appointed in the tol- 
lowing manner: One by the tJovernment of the 
United States of America, and one by the Govern- 
ment of the Repuhlic of Costa Rica: Prucidfd, 
hoivever, that no claim of any citizen of the Uui- 
ted States, who may bo proved to have been a 
belligerent during the occupation of Nicaragua by 
the troops of Costa Rica, on the exercise of au- 
thority, by the latter, within the tarritory of the 
former, shall bo considered as one proper for the 
action of the board of commissioners hereiu pro- 
vided for. 

Id case of the death, absence, or incftpacity, of 

either commissioner, or in tho event of either 
commissioner's omitting, or ceasing to act, the 
Government of the Uuited States of America, or 
that of the Republic of Costa Rica, respectively, 
or tho Minister of tho latter, in the United States, 
acting by its direction, shall forthwith proceed lo 
fill the vacancy thus occasioned. 

ARTICLE 2. 

The commissioners so named shall meet at tho 
city of Washington, within ninety days from the 
exchange of the ratifications of this convention: 
au>l, beture proceeding to business, they shall, 
each of them, exhibit a soUmn oath, made and 
subscribed before a competent authority , that they 
will carefully examine into, and impartially de 



to provide other means for that purpose. 

ARTICLE 5. 

Tho commission herein provided shall terminate 
its labors in nine months from and including the 
day of its organization. They shall keep an ac- 
curate record of all their proceedings, and they 
may appoint a Secretary, versed in the knowledge 
of the English and of the Spanish languages, to 
assist in tho transaction of their business. And, 
lor the conduct of such business, they are horeby 
authorized to maku all necessary and lawful 
rules. 

ARTICLE €. 

The proceedings of this commission shall be 
final and conclusive, with respect to all theclaims 
of citizens of the United States, which, having 
accrued prior to the date of this convention, may 
be brought before it for adjustment; and the Uni- 
ted States agree forever to release the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Costa Rica from any 
further accountability for claims which shall be 
rejected, either by tho Board of Commissioners 
or by the arbitrator, or umpire aforesaid; or for 
such as, being allowed by either the board or the 
umpire, the Government of Custa Rica hhall have 
provided for an<l satisfied in the luanner agreed 
upon in the fourth article. 

ARTICLE 7. 

Id theerent, however, that upon the Urmina 
tion of the labors of said commission stipulated 
for in the fifth article of this convention, any 
case or cases should be pending before the umpire, 
and awaiting bis decision, it is hereby understood 
and agreed by the two contracting jiartics that 
though the Board of Commissioners may, by such 
limitation, have terminated their action, said um 
pire is hereby authorized and empowered to pro- 
ceed to make bis decision or award in such case or 
cases pending as aforesaid; and, upon his certifi 
cato thereof, in each case, tran.-raitted to each or 
the two Governmenls, mentioning the amount of 
indemnity, if such shall have been allowed by 
him, together with the rate of interest specified 
by the lourth article, such decision or award shall 
be taken and held to be binding and conclusive, 
and it shall work the same efi'ect as though it had 
been mad*- by both the commissioners under their 
own agreement, or by them upon decision of the 
case or cases respectively, pronounced by the um- 
pire of said board, during the period prescribed 
for its sessiou^^: Provided, hotcecer. That a decis- 
ion on every case that may be pending at the ter- 
mination of the labors ef tho board shall be given 
by the umpire within sixty days from their final 
adjournment; and that at the expiration of the 
said sixty days the authority and power hereby 
granted to said umpire shall cease. 

ARTICLE 8. 

Each Government shall pay its own commission- 
er; but the umpire, as well as the incidental ex- 
penses of the commi6!>ioner, including the defray- 
al of the services of a Secretary, who may be ap- 
pointed under the fifth article, shall be paid one- 
half by the United States, and the other half by 
the Republic of Costa Rica. 

ARTICLE 9. 

The present convention shall be approved and 
ratified by the President of the United States of 
America, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate of the said States; and by tho Presi- 
dent ol the Republic of Costa Rica, with the con- 
sent and approbation of the supreme legislative 
power of said Republic; and the ratifications shall 
lie exchanged in the city of Washington within 
the space of eight months from the date of the 
signature hereof, or sooner if possible. 

In faith whereof, and by virtue of our respective 
full powers, we., the undersigned, have signed the 
present convention, in duplicate, and have here- 
unto affixed our seals. 

Done at the city of San Jose, on the second day 
of July, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty, and in the eighty-fourth year of the in- 
dependence of the Uuited States of America, and 
of the iudcpendenco of Costa Rica the thirty- 
ninth.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following act of the General Ai- 
lembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, cor- 
dially approved by me on the 2Uth instant, ia the 
law of the land. I think proper, in the exercise of 
my executive duties, to make the same promptly 
known to the public, aa I do hereby, and I do 
hereby enjoin all cititens and residents of tbil 
State to be obedient to all the requirements there- 
of, to the end that the humane and noble pur- 
poses of the Legislature may be faithfully effeo- 
led. The said act of the General Assembly is aa 
follows : 

Reeolutiont providing for the peace and quiet of 
the citixene ofthie t^mmonweatth . 

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and still cherish 
the hope that they may not be involved in the un- 
natural prevailing civil strife: that Kentucky is 
now, as she ever has been, willing and ready lo in- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting terms of 
peace and reconciliation alike honorable and just 
to all; but as her wishes to mediate and restore 
harmony may not avail at present, and it is 
desirable that the people in the mean lime should 
act in harmony and be at peace among themselves, 
so that it' they shall be involved in war, they will, 
as far as possible, relieve and paliale its calami- 
ties; therefore, 

lieeotved it/ the Oeueral Aeeemhttj *f the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place within our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended to the 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselves on account of differences of 
political opinions; that it is tho duty of the people 
to be obedient to the civil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the constitution 
and laws of the land; that all good citizens, how- 
ever they may diS^er in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights of 
life, liberty, and property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil-disposed persons, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such persons 
and bringing them before the courts for trial. 

2. lieeotved, That we, the Representatives of the 
presenlGeneral Assembly, hereby pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly recommend a like observance by 
all the people of tho Stale of Kentucky.

The " Sovereignty Convention which met 
in Russellville was in session three days. It 
passed a "Declaration of Independence" and 
an "Ordinance of Secession. " A Provisioti- 
al Government, consisting of a Governor, 
Legislative Council of ten, a Treasurer, and 
an Auditor, were agreed upon. We have 
later dates of the Louisville Courier since we 
stated in another article who were to till some 
of these offices. We now can give them all : 
George W. Johnson, of Scott, is Governor. 
The Legislative Council is composed of Wil- 
lis B. Machen, nf Lyon; John W.Crockett, 
of Henderson; .Jas P. Bates, of Barren; Jas. 
S. Chrisman, of Wayne; Phil. B. Thompson, 
ol Mercer; J. P. Burnside, of Warren; H. 
W. Bruce, ol Louisville; J. W. Moore, of 
Montgomery ; E. M. Bruce, of Nicholas, and 
George B. Hodge, of Campbell. The Com- 
missioners to Richmond are as elsewhere 
stated, H. C. Burnett, W. E. Sirams, and 
Win. Preston. The other officers will heap- 
pointed by the government with the advice 
and consent of Legislative Council. All 
Executive and Legislative powers are vested 
in the Governor and Council. Acts done by 
the Provisional Government shall have the 
concurrence of a majority of its members; 
the Council to fill vacancies, but no 
councilman shall be made Governor to fill a 
vacancy. The old Constitution and laws of 
Kentucky arc declared in force, except 
where inconsistent with the acts of the reb 
e!s. This, we take it, means they have neith 
er Constitution nor laws. Bowlinggreen is 
(lie new-fledged Capital, and the Courier 
says sixty-five counties were represented in 
the Convention by over two hundred mem- 
bers — it does not use the word "delegates ' 
This is the first act of a great farce and all 
we have yet been able to bear of it. The Cou- 
rier is in ecstacies over the progress of the 
dramft. — L<ru. Journal

Washi.voton, Nov. 29. — Dispatches have 
been received at the Navy Department from 
Flag Oflicer Dupont, dated Port Royal, No- 
vember 23. They give the gratifying intelli- 
gence that the flag of the United .States is fly- 
ing over the territory of Georgia, at Tybee Is- 
land, within easy mortar distance of Fort 
Pulaski, which has been captured and occu- 
pied, and the approaches to Savannah are 
completely cut ofl'. 

According to official dispatches at the 
Coast Survey Office, Fort Pulaski is com- 
pletely commanded by the works on Tybee 
Island, flo that .Savannah, the fate of which 
city is already sealed, can be captured at 
will. 

The channel passes with five hundred 
yards of the island, and as our vessels now 
lie in the channel, ingress and egress are im- 
possible. Their services, however, will not 
be needed long. 

The stone fleet, originally destined to block- 
ade Saiannah, will now go elsewhere. 

James C. Herndon, Assistant Surgeon in 
the Army, who returned from California 
with Gen. Sumner, has deserted, leaving his 
trunks at his hotel and his billsunpaid. He 
wanted to resign in California, but Gen. 
Sumner refused to accept his resignation, as 
he had just taken the oath of allegiance a 
second time. He drove down to Leonards- 
town, and was there boated across. 

Dispatches from the Gulf to the I8th inst., 
make no mention of the purpose to bombard 
Pensacola. It is believed that the action 
was provoked by a rebel attack last week. 

General Stone has received by a flag of 
truce an informal communication from Tlios. 
Jordan, Beauregard a Assistant Adjutant 
General, inclosing copies of two of General 
Stone's orders to Colonel Devins, and one 
from Colonel Baker, found on the battle- 
field near Leesburg. Colonel Jordan says 
that he sends the orders as an act of justice 
to General Stone, who, he has observed, was 
much blamed in tie public prints. Headds, 
the idle stories about prisoners of war hav- 
ing been handcuffed and tied in our army, 
states that this h.ad never been done within 
the Confederate lines. 

The orders to Col. Devins direct his cross- 
ingi and enforces the usual precautions of a 
prudent commander. Those to Col. Baker 
are as follows ;

Proclamation by the Governor. 

WagRSAS, The following resolutions, Tin 
have this day been passed by both Houses of 
tho General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto to 
tho'contrary notwithstanding, and are therefore 
tho law of the land, I do hereby issue this my 
proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
xens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden to execute the purposes contemplated 
by said resolutions; and I hereby require all oiti- 
lens of Kentucky subject to military duty to obey 
the call which the said Gen. Crittenden may 
make upon them in accordance with the provis- 
ions of said resolutions. 

WhebeaS, Kentucky has been invaded by the 
forces of the so-called Confederate States, and the 
commanders of the forces so invading the State 
have insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting the dig- 
nity of the State by demanding terms to which 
Kentucky cannot listen without dishonor; there- 
fore, 

1. Be it resolved by the Oeneral Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the invaders 
must be expelled; inasmuch as there are now in 
Kentucky Federal troops assembled for the pur- 
pose of preserving the tranquility of the State, 
and of defending and protecting the people of 
Kentucky in the peaceful enjoyment of their lives 
and property, it is — 

2. Further resolved, That General Robert An- 
derson, a native Kentuckian, who has been ap- 
pointed to the command of the Department of 
Cumberland, be requested to take Instant com- 
mand, with authority and power from this Com- 
monwealth to call out a volunteer force in Ken- 
tucky for tho purpose of rep^ling the invaders 
from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel the 
invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no citizen 
shall be molested on account of bis political opin- 
ions; that no citizens' property shall be taken or 
confiscated because of such opinions, nor shall any 
slave be set free by any military commander,/aud 
that all peaceable citiiens and their families aro 
entitled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of tho Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their piopcrty. 

4. Resolved, That His Excellency, the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be requested 
to give all the aid in his power to accomplish the 
end desired by these resolutions, and that he call 
out so much of tho military force of the State un- 
der his command, as may be necessary therefor, 
and that he place the same under the command of 
Gen. Thomas L. Critteddcn. 

5. Resolved, That tbe patriotism-cf every Ken- 
tuckian is invoked, and is confidently relied up- 
on to give active aid in the defense of the Com- 
monwealth.

Proclamation by the Oovemor. 

~CV^HER£AS, certain arms belonging to the 
State of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Home Guards, iu counties of the First 
and .SccniiJ Districts, under .in allotment mu'le by 
tbe Military Board, were lately siczcd by lawlcsfl 
persona, and taken awuy from their place of de- 
posit in Mayfield; and it being reported to me 
that a portion of said arms have betn distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law and the authority of the J^Iilitaiy Board; and 
said Military Board having passed the following 
order: 

MaiTAKV Board, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley— 

Resolved, That his Excellency, the Oovemor, 
be requested to take such steps as be may think 
best calculated for the recovery of the public arma 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and carried to Ful- 
ton county.

Now, therefore, I, BERIAH MAGOFFIN, Gov. 
ernor of tbe Coinmonwealih uf Kentucky, do 
now i^Bue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citiien or other person within the jurisdiction 
of this .State, having in his possession any arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seized as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up tbe same to tho 
Judge of tho Country Court of the county in which 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to the 
State Arsenal at Frankfort; and I make thit ap- 

Eeal to the loyalty of such citizens iu good faitu, 
elieving th.it they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au- 
thorities of tbe State; at the seme time warning 
all concerned that if this order bo not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will require the most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disobedient 
ofi'enders.
